Many Metro clubs are up in 
arms over Provisional League 
clubs being upgraded to Metro 
ranks. 


One of the crucial points on 
the agenda for the extra- 
ordinary meeting was the Mor- 
dialloc affair. ~ 


Mordialloc played in the 
Third Division of the Provis- 
ional League last season, 
merged with South Melbourne 
Hellas in the off-season and 
now finds itself in Metro 
Second Division, a jump of five 
leagues, 


Initially the Metro board 
objected to Mordialloc’s 
sudden rise, claiming that the 
club “bought” its way into 
higher company. The board 
planned to declare Hellas’s 
Metro position vacant and pro- 
mote the third-placed club in 
the lower league. 


Mordialloc simply merged 
with Hellas. There’s nothing il- 
legal about that,’ said John 
Hotson, chairman of the Metro 
board. ‘“‘Had we been able to 
prove that there was any mal- 
practice, such as money 
changing hands, then it would 
have been a different matter 
but the whole question of Mor- 
dialloc’s status has been resol- 
ved. The club will play in 
Metro Second Division this 
year.”’ 


Hotson also revealed the 
details of a resolution before 
the VSF board which calls for 
any future league increases to 
be put in resolution form at the 
annual general meeting of the 
VSF. This would de away with 
such sweeping changes bein 
decided solely by the VS 
board. 


The question of opening up 
the leagues to temporary resi- 
dents could be resolved at an 
ASF executive meeting ten- 
tatively set for the first week 
in March. 


Hotson and VSF chairman 
Michael Weinstein are Victor- 
ia's representatives at ASF 
level. 


“at our last ASF executive 
meeting before Christmas we 
discussed the pect tem- 
porary visa players. next 
meeting should Livolte propos- 


itions from the States on this 
matter and I’m hopeful that 
the ASF executive will permit 
such visa players to play in 
any league of their choice. The 
present policy discriminates 
against such players,” said 
Hotson. 


Hotson still is getting over 
the shock of the league rest- 
ructuring. 


“The turmoil at State 
League level has been trans- 
ferred to the Metro leagues. 


“T couldn't believe the sud- 
denness at which the whole 
thing was done. 


“I feel sorry for some of the 
Metro clubs. Some of our 
oldest member clubs have 
missed out on going up. 


“But I understand the need 
for uniformity throughout the 
Victorian leagues and although 
we wanted to adopt the 


changes next year the fact that 
clubs could play throughout 
1982 without fear of relegation 
would certainly take some-

VSF Shewnan and

House scenario 
which led to last 
week’s revolutionary 
restructuring of the 
Victorian leagues. 


In something akin to a 
Papal edict, Weinstein 
presented an oral submission 
to the VSF board of manage- 
ment, outlining the formula 
for change which takes the 
magic figure of 14 as the 
norm on which league sizes 
are based. 

Weinstein admits that deci- 
sions on the league status of so 
many clubs were reached in an 
arbitrary fashion but claims 
that magic formulae for such 
far-reaching decisions were 
impractical. 

He adds that the revolution- 
ary restructuring merely 
came a year ahead of sched- 
ule, prompted by the VSF 
facing a no-win situation in 
possible legal battles. 

Juventus and Ringwood 
then, have been the catalysts 
for major change. 

The Brian Sinclair affair 
caused Ringwood to lose 
points accrued during last sea- 
son, saving previously-rele- 
gated Juventus and plunging 
Ringwood down to second-last 
spot on the league ladder. 

Ringwood appealed against 
the tribunal decision that Sin- 
clair was an ineligible player 
on grounds of residency quali- 
fications. That appeal now is 
spurious. Had it been heard 
and been upheld, Juventus 
would have taken Supreme 
Court action against the feder- 
ation, Likewise with Ringwood 
had its appeal been dismissed. 

Ringwood, backed by other 
State League clubs, success- 
fully lobbied for the immedi- 
ate introduction of a l4-team 
league, two teams more than 
before. The bulk of State 
League clubs favored an in- 
crease. When and how were 
the principal questions, 

Lengthy discussion led to 
the adoption of a decentralisa- 
tion policy. If the State League 
was to be increased, then a 
progressive, powerful club 
from a country region should 
be included. 

Division arose over when 
the proposed increase should 


come into being. The Sinclair 
affair prodded the VSF into ac- 
tion. 

The full board of manage- 
ment of the VSF empanelled a 
sub-committee to screen suit- 
able applicants for a State 
League vacancy. Polonia and 
Albion Rovers already had 
won promotion from Metro 
First Division, It also was de- 
cided that the guillotine of re- 
legation would not fall upon 
Ringwood or Juventus, leaving 
a sole State League spot to be 
occupied. 

Altona finished at the foot of 
the 1981 State League table. 
Faced with applying for re- 
election, the club had to fight 
against the decentralisation 
policy and a prevalent VSF 
view that there are too many 
clubs in and around Altona’s 
local area. Altona lost its 
fight. Morwell Falcons, which 
five years ago played in the 
Provisional League, capped a 
remarkable rise to promi- 
nence by claiming the sole 
State League vacancy. 

The screening sub-com- 
mittee was given terms of ref- 
erence stating that it must 
select from among clubs 
which have applied for a State 
League place over the past two 
years, club it knows are pro- 
gressive: and it relegated Alto- 


The second term of refer- 
ence is the most intriguing 
clubs known to the five- 
member screening committee 
which the members believe 
are progressive. Rarely will a 
five-member panel be given 
such an open door through 
which to make subjective 
value judgements on the im- 
mediate future of so many 
clubs. 

Yet the decision has to be 
made, given that the wheels of 
increase already were turning 
before the start of the 1982 sea- 
son, 

Altona, like a pleading 
Christian, received the 
thumbs-down sign and was 
thrown to the Metro lions. 

Then chairman Weinstein 
outlined the format for the 
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restructuring of the Metro 
leagues into four, 14-team divi- 
sions and which clubs should 
fill these 56 places. 

He argued that uniformity 


was paramount. To this end, 
the Metro leagues — indeed all 
Victorian leagues — should 
fall into line with the 14-team 
State League. 

The Metro board of manage- 
ment favored such an increase 
but wanted to adopt it in 1983. 
Weinstein mghtly argued that 
Metro competition would 
suffer this season if every club 
knew that there would be no 
relegation due to the planned 
1983 restructuring. 

He also favored immediate 
restructuring rather than 
allowing Metro clubs a year in 
which to lobby for a favorable 
change of status for the follow- 
ing year. 

Weinstein believed that the 
membership of the Metro 
leagues should be opened up to 
allow eight new clubs into 
Fourth Division. He believes 
that there are many progres- 
sive, successful clubs in lower 
leagues that can do credit to 
the Metro leagues and feels 
that these clubs wrongly face a 
mammoth task in winning 
promotion year in, year out 
until they win their way into 
Fourth Division. 


The big reshuffle was under- 
way. Thomastown up from 
Provisional First Division to 
Metro Third, North Geelong 
from Provisional Secend Divi- 
sion to Metro Fourth, Bell 
Park from Metro Second Divi- 
sion to First. 

The rationale behind the 
move is to give progressive 
clubs a chance to stake aclaim 
for State League status earlier 
than would have been possible 
had the common method of 
promotion been adhered to. 

The definition of the term 
“‘progressive’’ was made by 
one man but ratified by many 
men — the members of the full 
board of management of the 
VSF. 

The Provisional and District 
Leagues also were re-ar- 
ranged, 
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Michael Weinstein” 
The District League has 


been disbanded. The Provis- 
ional League has been 
strengthened to include four, 
14-team divisions. 


Obviously there is no need 
for a board of management to 
administer the District Lea- 
gue. 


The board of management 
of the VSF remains as the ex- 
ecutive body of soccer in Vic- 
toria. The boards of manage- 
ment of the State League, 
Metro Leagues and Provision- 
al Leagues, as in the past, can 
realise policies only by tabling 
resolutions before the VSF 
board, which has the power of 
veto over such resolutions. 


The new State League could 
pose problems for the VSF 
board. 


I estimate that the Eu- 
ropean contingent has an 8-6 
advantage over the British 
bloc at State League level, yet 
the British bloc rules at board 
level. 


The landmark restructuring 
has throwm soccer into turmoil 
at administrative level. That's 
to be expected, though Tee- 
thing problems always have to 
be overcome. 


The grounds and fixtures 
committee has to return to its 
drawing board and re-map the 
1982 season. 


The rules concerning the 
classification of ous may 
have to be bent. st Division 
clubs must have at least class 
B grounds and facilities. 


The financial gain for the 
YSF is more than a mere in- 
cidental bonus. 


Affiliation fees for State 
League clubs are $1200 this 
year. Metro First Divison 
clubs pay $800, Second Divi- 
sion $700, Third Division $600, 
Fourth Division $500 and all 
Provisional League clubs will 
pay $400. 


The thrust of the rest- 
ructuring revolution has been 
to streamline the Victorian 
leagues. If this results in 
fiercer competition then. the 
code will benefit greatly in 
years to come.

Sydney City brought Jim 
Patikas along slowly, by 
using him as a substitute 
initially. Now, under this 
new rule, he may be in 
danger of losing his place 
in First Grade. 


It seems only the 
players are punished in 
this game. 

Who is punished for the 
ineffective marketing pro- 
gramme? 

Who is punished for our 
ineffective World Cup 
campaign? 


Who is punished for the 
totally confused promotion 
and relegation set-up in the 
PSL? 

Soccer has only itself to 
blame for its many prob- 
lems and its confused ad- 
ministration. 


l remember the time 
when it was more or less 
agreed that there should 
be some form of protection 
for coaches. That too has 
apparently gone out the 
window. I am currently in 
dispute with a club over 
contractural terms, yet 
neither the ASF nor the 
PSL wants to discuss it. 
We're referring here to a 
club that is spending big 
money on buying players 


from overseas, but more 
about that when the court 
case is over. 

But what makes Aust- 
ralia unique in the world of 
soccer is that on any given 
weekend we have more 
players playing the games 
than watching it. One of 
the main reasons is that 
professionals, amateurs, 
juniors in all grades all 
play at the same time. 
How can that possibly be 
progressive? How, for 
example, can the kids 
come to see their heroes in 
senior soccer? 

What we need is a clean 
Sweep throughout the 
soccer administration. We 
should look to men like 
Sam Papasavas who has 
put South Melbourne 
Hellas on a firmer footing 
than it ever has been in its 
glorious history, and to the 
example set by New Zea- 
land’s World Cup director 
Charlie Dempsey whose 
shrewdness and progres- 
sive thinking played no 
small part in the Kiwis’ 
World Cup qualification.

FROM VICTORIA'S 
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CANCEROUS MEDIA! 


It is two weeks since 
Victoria's 0-2 loss to Hun- 
gary. In this time | have 
had the opportunity to lis- 
ten, read or watch com- 
ment from nearly all our 
soccer media about the 
game, the players, the 
coach, the praparation and 
the tactics. 


I think maybe some com- 
rsa from the inside is called 
or. 

From nearly every source, 
the State team and its set-up 
was Criticised about the Hun- 


gary game. Personally, I feela - 


lot of this criticism is unjusti- 
fied. 

Since Len McKendry took 
over the ocaching of the State 
team some three years ago we 
have been praised by nearly 
every visiting coach as the 
most disciplined, and most or- 
ganised, team that they have 
played here. 

Such comments also came 
from the Hungarian coach 
after last week’s game 

It is no coincidence that the 
professionalism and the 
results that followed started 
with Len’s introduction to the 
coaching position. 
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He is a very competitive 
man who badly needs to win. 

Of course to do this he has 
had to devise ways of coaching 
part-time players so that they 
can take on some of the 
World's best fulltimers and 
perform equally if not better. 

When | first entered the 
State team set-up as a young- 
ster in 1975, Victoria has some 
great players who went out 
and gave their all against tou- 
ring sides. Sometimes they 
lost heavily, sometimes nar- 
rowly, sometimes they earned 
a hard-fought draw and occa- 
sionally a win, more through 
hard work and determination 
than any real game plan, 

The most noticeable thing to 
me was the amount of posses- 
sion that touring sides had. So 
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often Victoria would give the 
ball away and have great diffi- 
culty in getting it back. 

Len designed a method of 
play by which Victoria would 
keep hold of the ball and try 
to construct chances through 
set methods of play. 

Then he picked a squad he 
thought could be moulded to do 
the job, every playing knowing 
exactly what was expected of 
him all over the park, 

Through much hard work he 
produced a State squad that 
Victoria — even the media — 
was proud of. 

The V.S.F. allowed more 
time for preparation — it-went 
from weeks to months — and 
the results started coming. 

Then came the Hungary 
game. The squad assembied on 
the Tuesday before the game 
and trained at Olympic Park. 
On Thursday night we trained 
at Dendy Park, Brighton, with 
no pitch marked out. 

Hellas needed its players for 
the game against Vojvodina. It 
was not exactly an ideal prepa- 
ration. 

So out we went on the 
Friday and after an early set- 
back we had a2 great deal of the 
play in the first half. 

The pace of the Hungarians 
was incredible; but the pres- 
sure of the Vic team was 
superb. 

Hungary made three sub- 
stitutions and scored a second 
time, with Victoria missing a 
couple of chances fate in the 
game. Not a bad performance 
for a rush job! 


But it was Victoria's worst 
defeat for three years. This 
was too good an opportunity to 
miss. The knives came out in 
force. Sack McKendry, sack 
the players etc. etc. 


Probably the biggest criti- 
cism was that there were nine 
Heidelberg players in the 
team, Perhaps the reason for 
this was that with only four 
days’ preparation, players 
could not be brought into the 
team and be expected to learn 
the pattern of play and dis- 
cipline — talked about earlier 
— that took 12 months to 
achieve. 
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It would ‘not have been fair 
on the players involved, it 
would have caused much con- 
fusion on the park and prob- 
ably led to a much bigger loss. 


The pride and determination 
of the players involved in the 
Hungary game was second to 
none and I feel their efforts de- 
serve more than the garbage 
that was served up after the 
game. 


I only hope that the V.S.F. 
continues to bring top quality 
touring teams here to Victoria 
and that they allow more than 
a week’s preparation. 


Lastly, 1 hope that the 
media here start to sell the 
game of soccer rather than 
destroy it by picking it to pie- 
ces. 

If the game is going to grow 
in this country it must get the 
best publicity possible and not 
the cancerous meanderings of 
some of-our media.

1982’s inaugural game saw 
Canberra unsure and unsettled 
and Heidelberg disciplined and 
prepared.

Despite the brilliance of

His crucial penalty 
decision in the 83rd minute and 
the professional calm in the 
critical penalty-taking situ- 
ation by Hellas captain Alun 
Evans enabled the blue-shirted 
army to take the game into an 
added 20 minutes of extra 
time. 

Egan has taken little time in 
endearing himself to the large 
Hellas sotewin: A three-goal 
burst against Croydon in an 
earlier Ampol Cup round and 
the winning goal in last Satur- 
day night’s final coupled with 
his diminutive build have ear- 


ae him as a crowd favor- 
te. 

Egan could prove to be one 
of the bargain buys in Austral- 
ian soccer. 

The goalscorer Hellas has 
been looking for may have 
been found in the slight frame 
of the elusive Egan whose abil- 
ity to buzz in behind defenders 
and get into scoring situations 
took its toll in one lethal 
moment last Saturday. 

Yet there was no better per- 
former in this thrilling final 
than will o’ the wisp Jim 
Campbell whose lighning 
bursts forward both on and of 
the ball, were a delight to be- 
hold.

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i overheard recently a conversation concerning the 
scoring of goals whilst watching a game at Olympic 


park. 


The question was raised as to why goals are scored and the inevitable answer was given in one 
word — mistakes. I suppose this is true, but then how far back in the game does one go to 
pinpoint the mistake. 

There are basically five reasons by goals are scored and generally it is one of these reasons or | 
a conibiantion of them which causes the goal:

The contrasting styles of Heidelberg and Sth Melbourne Hellas were one of the main features 
in an exciting Ampol Cup final last week. Heidelberg used a system of marking zones of the pitch 
whereas Sth Melbourne adopted a system of marking individual opponents. 

Heidelberg players generally covered areas of the pitch whereby Sth Melbourne players were 
designated to particular members of the opposition. 

As a result Jim Shirra, who lined up at left back for Hellas adopted the sweeper role as his 
fellow defenders marked individuals. 

This pattern also was adopted: by Hellas in midfield and because of this, it was particular! 
noticeable that Grant Turner, who has been used in recent weeks in the middle of the midfield, 
played mainly on the left hand side. 

As a result the defensive line ended up looking like this

Defensively Sth Melbourne generally stuck rigidly to its man marking role whilst Heidelberg 
was prepared to pass players over as it changed areas of the field. 

With these defensive roles ensured, when the team had the ball, it was possible to use that 
cover to help build up effective attacking movements. 

The end result was a fascinating struggle between a disciplined and well organised Heidelberg 
defence and a Hellas defence which stuck rigidly to its task. Unfortunately from Sth Melbourne’s 
point of view, I felt this man marking was a bit foreign to some of the players, particularly John 
Stevenson and Turner. 

Since both defences were highly organised improvisation and understanding among attackers 
became the key factors in creating goal scoring chances. The latter will be achieved more ef- 
fectively if work on this is done on training nights. 

Heidelberg’s attackers showed better understanding of each others play and, as a result. of 

layers being prepared to make unselfish runs to draw defenders away and create space for 
fellow attackers, they created more chances than their opponents. 

Sth Melbourne’s attack on the other hand, relied on the individual flair of its front runners 
who appeared to lack an understanding of each other’s play. 

Why then did Hellas win? Let's look briefiy at the goals scored and see if they coincide with my 
five reasons for why goals are scored. 

No. 1 by Kenny Taylor was most definitely the result of lack of pressure on the man with 
the ball as I’m sure Kenny must have been surprised at the time given to him to set himself up 
for the final shot. 

Goal No. 2 (the equaliser) came from a penalty following a free kick into the penalty area. 

Goal No. 3 again came from a Sth Melbourne free kick with the Heidelberg defence guilty of 
failing to track down the elusive Charlie Egan. 

So set pieces played a vital role in this game. Don Macleod’s over eagerness in the challenge, 
turned out to be Heidelberg’s downfall. Macleod played well on the seasoned Alun Evans but both 
Sth Melbourne's goals came from free kicks given away by him, each time on Evans. However I 
must say I am amazed at times at the way in which Evans, by using his professional guile can 
‘con' referees and win free kicks for his team in dangerous situations. ‘ 

However the game was an exciting affair and perhaps it was very fitting that it was not 
decided by penalty kicks. “

The successful 
promotion of Decem- 
ber’s Flamengo v Liv- 
erpool clash in Tokyo 
suggests that the 
World Club Cup has 
at last earned itself a 
permanent place on 
the soccer calendar 
— and a somewhat 
unlikely home. 


The Cup, a scandal-strewn 
competition which appeared 
destined to fade into deserved 
oblivion, was revived last year 
by the sponsorship of Japanese 
car firm Toyota, which in- 
jected close to $800,000 into the 
event. 

The idea of matching the 
champions of Europe and 
South America to determine 
the kingpins of the world’s 
most popular and competitive 
sport appeared logical enough 
in principal, but the Inter-Con- 
tinental Cup, as it is alterna- 
tively Known, has produced 
some of the blackest moments 
in soccer history. 

The success of Real Madrid, 
probably the greatest club side 
of them all, during the first 
series in 1960, appeared to 
augur well for the future. 

The Pele-inspired santos 
proved a worthy successor and 
an aggregate of 250,000 saw its 
two games against AC Milan in 
1963: It wasn't until 1965 that 
the trouble started. 

Independiente Buenos Aires 
and Interazionale of Milan, the 
latter nicknamed the black 
and blues — and not only be- 
cause of their striped shirts — 
were notoriously rugged com- 
binations and provided a pre- 
dictable exhibition of brutali- 


ve was off the paddock that 
the ugliest scenes occurred 
though, the Argentinian crowd 
bombarding the visitors’ with 
bottles and rocks. Iinter- 
nazionale coach Helenio Her- 
rera suffered a severe head 
injury when hit by one missile, 
but at Jeast had the consolation 
of victory. 

Worse was to follow and the 
Racing Club (Argentina) v 
Glasgow Celtic debacle of 1967 
still ranks among the most in- 
famous chapters in the game's 
annals. 

The first leg in Glasgow, 
which resulted in a 1-0 win to 
Celtic, proved relatively in- 
cident-free and gaye little in- 
dication of what was to follow. 

As the two teams were 
warming up prior to kick-off 
for the second game in Buenos 
Aires, a spectator threw a 
stone which laid out Scottish 
goalkeeper Ronnie Simpson, 
who was stretched off severely 
concussed, not to take any fur- 
ther part in the tie. 

Faced with a 60,000 crowd 
baying for its blood, a Racing 
team intent on victory at any 
cost and an enigmatic referee, 
the weakened Celtic was 
really up against it. 


At haif time its winger 
Jimmy Johnstone had to wash 
spittle from his hair, while the 
match was prolonged by six 
minutes of injury time. 


Racing won 2-1, thus neces- 
sitating a play-off, which today 
is remembered as the ‘*Monte- 
video Massacre”’. 

It was here that Celtic's dis- 
cipline understandably snap- 
ped as it contributed its fair 
share towards a horrific 90 
minutes. 

Six players were sent off 
and the wonder is that the 
other 16 were somehow 
allowed to remain on the pitch. 
In the end Racing won with a 
solitary goal and its players

This further fuelled British-

Bobby Chariton required 
three stitches in his leg after 
one horrendous tackle, while 
George Best responded to a 
series of assaults with a right 
hook to the chin of his marker.

This was one of many 
dubious decisions by the South 
American referee. During one 
United attack the ball clearly 
carried two feet over the Ar- 
gentinians’ goal line, a fact 
later confirmed by the tele- 
vision replay, yet play was 
waved on by the official. 


A demoralised Manchester 
was well beaten long before 
the final whistle, but Estu- 
diantes found AC Milan to be 
made of sterner stuff 12 
months later. 

The Italians took a three 
goal lead to Buenos Aires from 
the first leg and held onto their 
advantage despite Estudian- 
tes’ predictably ferocious tac- 
tics. 

Milan’s Argentinian-born 
forward Nestor Combin had 
his nose broken during the 
game and afterwards was 
threatened with imprisonment 
for having evaded military 
service 10 years earlier. 


Combin avoided jail.but four 
Estudiantes players were not 
so fortunate. Argentina’s 
President Ongania, watching 
the match on television, order- 
ed the quartet to be arrested 
for disgracing the Republic. 

1970 saw Estudiantes given 
an opportunity to regain its 
title when opposing Holland's 
Feyenoord. After being held to 
a 2-2 draw on their own pitch, 
the South Americans went to

Feyenoord coach Ernst 
Happel had to substitute veter- 
an winger Coen Moulijin, fear- 
ing for his safety after a 
serious of diabolical tackles, 
most of which went unpuni- 
shed by the referee. 

With delicious irony, Mouti- 
jin’s replacement, the bes- 
pectacled Theo Van Daele, 
scored the only goal of the 
game and was “rewarded by 
having his glasses knocked off 
and trampled into the Rotter- 
dam mud. 

After the match, Happell re- 
ferred to Estudiantes as 
“gangsters” and the image of 
the Cup was tarnished even 
further. 

Deterred by the experience 
of its compatriots, Ajax Am- 
sterdam declined to partici- 
pate the following year. In- 
stead it was the team it beat in 
the European Cup final, Pan- 
athiniakos of Greece, that rep- 
resented the Old World against 
Uruguay's Nacional. In the 
end the Greeks wished they 
hadn't bothered, losing not 
only the tie, but also their star 
defender with a broken leg. 

Lured by huge financial 
guarantees, Ajax agreed to 
face Argentinians Indepen- 
diente for the 1972 trophy. The 
decision almost cost Ajax a 
fortune. 

Dutch superstar Johan 
Cruyff suffered a severe knee 
injury during the first leg in 
Buenos Aires which threat- 
ened to terminate his career. 
Fortunately Gruyff did recov- 
er sufficiently to play again 
and was later transferred to 
Barcelona for $1,880,000. 

Cruyff was not the only Ajx 
player to suffer though, and in- 
tense cajoling by coach Stefan 
Kovacs was required before 
the Dutchmen would return to 
the field following the half 
time brerak. 

Ajax produced an epic per- 
formance to salvage a 1-1 draw 
and cruised through a relat- 
ively peaceful return, winning 
3-0, but the Ajax players resol- 
ved en masse to wash their 
hands of any future in- 
volvement with the com- 
petition. 

Therefore, when Ajax re- 
tained the European Cup, 
easily vanquishing Juventus of 
Turin in the final, it immedi- 
ately announced it had no in- 
tention to meet Independiente 
again. Instead it was the Ital- 
ians who faced the Latin 
American champion. 

Ajax started a trend, for 
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The Argentine club; River 6 
Plate in Beunos Aires is the 
biggest club in the world. 
124,000 members pay their 
fee and most of them cheer 
for star player Mario Kem-

only once in the following six 
years would Europe’s top club 
agree to fulfill the fixture. 

Three times the Champions’ 
Cup runner-up was substitu- 
ted, but in 1975 and 1978 no Eu- 
ropean club was prepared to 
step in and the Cup appeared 
set for an overdue and vir- 
tually unlamented death. 

Only the South Americans 
were anxious for its survival. 
They saw the competition as a 
heaven-sent opportunity to in- 
flate their coffers. 

Most major Latin American 
clubs survive only by virtue of 
funds raised by friendlies 
against European opposition 
during long and arduous tours. 
The possibility therefore of 
competitive fixtures involving 
the cream of both continents’ 
club football had their soccer 
officials wringing their hands 
in anticipation. 

In fact the Libertadores 
Cup, symbol of supremacy 
among South American clubs, 
was instituted primarily for 
the purpose of producing a 
challenger for the European 
Cup winners. 

For its part, FIFA, the 
game's ruling body, refused to 
give its blessing to a World 


Cup which did not include the 


token participation of Asian 
and African representatives. 

Any enterprising promoter 
however could have envisaged 
the immense possibilities of a 
fixture between the world's 
top two soccer clubs, and it 
was in this role that Toyota ap- 
peared early in 1981. 

After studying the com- 
petions turbutent past, Toyota 
resolved that mostmajor prob- 
lems would be refused by 
changing the format to that of 
a single fixture on a neutral 
ground and, not unnaturally, 
they chose Tokyo. 

In the first game otf the re- 
vamped cup, Uruguay’s Nacio- 
nal defeated Nottingham 
Forest of England 1-0. 

Despite the Japanese spor- 
ting public’s preference for 
volleyball and basebail as 
spectator sports, 62,000 attend- 
ed the game, while the world- 
wide television audience was 
estimated at 107 million and 
would have been even more 
had the Arab Broadcasting 
Union not boycotted the event 
because of the Israeli refer- 
ee! 

The game was an inter- 
esting, though hardly ex- 
hilarating, encounter, but 
more importantly did not pro- 
duce any of the ugly scenes so 
commonplace before. The only 
negative factors were the ster- 


Germans still unbeaten 


PLAYED EIGHT — won elght, 
goal tally 33-3 — that Is the incred- 
ible record of West Germany's 
national team in thelr World Cup 
qualifying group. It is without paral- 
lel in any European section. Poland 
also won all her matches, but they 
only played four. 


Thus, the Germans kept their amazing 
world record for at least another four 
years; they have not yet lost a World Cup 


qualifying tie since they first started . 


taking part in 1934. They played 30 match- 
es, winning 27, drawing 3 and amassed the 
goals tally of 110-18! 


Team manager, Jupp Derwall, was well 
satisfied with the last two performances 
within four days, The 8-0 win over Albania 
in Dortmund was followed by a 4-0 thra- 
shing of Bulgaria in Dusseldorf. In neither 
game did the Germans field their full side. 
Eitke [mmel (Borussia Dortmund) was 
given his chance in goal before his home 
crowd, Hannes replaced Stielitke in the 


‘Bulgaria match because the latter had to 
play a league match with Real Madrid. In 
that game the experiment was tried of 
using two centre forwards with Fischer 
and Hrubesch, but without great success. 

Of the established stars Hansi Muller 
(VfB Stuttgart) was missing. The 
schemer had to uoderee a cartilage oper- 
ation which was performed by a well- 
known surgeon in Zurich; he will be out of 
action for at least two months. 

The star of Germany's two quick victor- 
ys was European ‘'Footballer of the Year 
Karl-Heinzg Rummenigge. He hit a hat- 
trick against Albania and followed up with 
a couple v Bulgaria. 

A major role, too, was played by his 
team-mate Paul Breitner. His promptings 
and vision, acceleration and finishing 
were of the highest order. 

The West German Football Federation 
{DFB) claims to be the largest in the 
world. At the last count, it boasted 4.4 mil- 
lion registered players and 125,000 teams. 
The number of clubs has risen since the 
last survey by 374 to reach 18,987, while 


the total membership increased by 81,375 
to 4,402,679. Of the teams, 24,526 embraced 
14 to 18 year olds, 44,343 are schoolboys 
teams (up to 14 years). 

Unlike in England and Italy, in West 
Germany a junior can only sign profes- 
sional forms when he is 18 years old. 
Hence you don't see any 17-year-olds in the 
Bundesliga, except as apprentices, In ad- 
dition, the youngsters must complete the 
compulsory national service, which lasts 
15 months. 

The Bundesliga championship ends on 
29 May, and 15 days later the World Cup 
starts in Spain. So how long do the 
Germans have to prepare: Ten days at 
most. 

Latest news: Max Mercel (62), the high- 
ly-controversial team manager, has re- 
placed Manfred Krafft, sacked by Karis- 
ruhe SC. Merkel, known in German foot- 
ball as the ‘‘Great Zampano’’ (famous 
magician), already managed among 
others the I.FC Nurnberg, 1860 Munich, 
Atletico Madrid and Schalke, with mixed 
SUCCESS. 
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ile atmosphere generated by 
the uncommitted crowd and 
the corrugated pitch.

Honduras helps 
E/ Salvador 
make the finals

Fifteen of the 22 nations which make 
up the membership of CONCACAF 
(Football Confederation of North and 
Central America, and the Carribean) 
commenced thea fight for its two spots 
at the World Cup finals in Spain. Six of 
these nations reached the play-offs in 
Honduras last November, where home 
advantage saw the locals through in first 
place, with El Salvador joining them 
after murderous struggle for the second 


spot. 


While Honduras is a newcomer on the world 
Cup finals scene, it’s second time around for 
its neighbours, whose previous appearance 
was in 1970. 


Remember the time? That was when emo- 
tions reached a plateau which led to the mem- ~ 
orable and tragic ‘‘football war’’ between the 
same two countries In 1981 it was Honduras 
which ensured their erstwhile enemies’ parti- 
cipation in Spain by not sitting back on its 
laurels in the last match against perennial fa- 
vorites Mexico. 


Honduras, already qualified for Spain, 
fought tooth and nail for a 0-0 draw, thus open- 
ing the way for El Salvador’s qualification. 


Reports from the Honduran capital Teguci- 
galpa were full of praise for the organisation 
and conduct of the six team play-offs. Huge 
crowds attended all the matches, which were 
full of surprises and upsets. Almost half a mil- 
lion Spectators paid to see the 15 matches, 
with receipts over the milliondollar mark. 
Proof of the evenness of standards is the fact 
that seven of the 15 games ended in a draw. 
Altogether 28 goals were scored, but, ama- 
zingly enough, El Salvador qualified for Spain 
with a combined scoreline of 2-1 from the five 
matches. 

Mexico and Canada arrived as joint favor- 
ites, after disposing of the much touted and 
tipped USA team in the preliminaries, and the 
Mexicans did indeed have the best group of 
players on deck. Outstanding striker Sanchez 
even has made his mark with Atletico Madrid 
in Europe and his style is reminiscent of 
Keegan when at his best — but on this occa- 
sion Sanchez could only contribute three 
goals. 


Cuban coach Tibor Ivanics revealed that ac- 
cording to his informants Mexico spent one 
and a half million dollars on its World Cup 
campaign. Immediately prior to the tourna- 
ment the Mexicans annihilated famed Uru- 
guayan club Nacional 51 and swept the 
Cubans aside +0 in Round One of the Teguci- 
galpa tournament. 

However, this easy win did them more 
harm than good, as the perennial favorites 
suddenly thought the proceedings were to be a 
mere formality on the road to Spain. 


_ Canada only fell by the wayside in its last 
fixture. Its team of physically outstanding 
players had to win by two goals against Cuba 
to qualify, but failed.

Throughout the tournament the Canadians 
were running circles around most of their op- 
ponents, only to give away vital goals from 
ounter attacks. 

With three successive wins against Haiti (4- 
0), Cuba (2-0) and Canada (2-1), Honduras had 
its berth booked long before the end of “hos- 
tilities’’ in Tegucigalpa. Manager Chelato 
Herrera was praised for the excellent prepa- 
ration of his squad, with good team work and 
unbounded enthusiasm typifying their per- 
formances. 

As for Salvador, its 2-] combined scoreline 
is revealing. Goalkeeper Mora was out- 
standing and could turn a few heads in Spain, 
but the rest of the team was very ordinary, 
with only the midfielders performing in a 
manner which on occasion looked like modern 
soccer. ¥ 

Salvador's main strength is its dogged and 
determined defence. 

Neither Honduras, nor El Salvador should 
cause any problems to opponents in Spain, but 
then Mexico didn't expect to be eliminated 
either.

Only El Salvador has managed to reach a pre- 
vious World Cup final. in Mexico 12 years ago, but 
had nothing to show for its appearance — failing 
to’get even one point. 

The tournament in Tegucigalpa ended with the 
following result.

‘6, 3. Mexico 5, 4. Canada 5, 5. Cuba 4, & Haiti 2.
